Superintendent’s Report 


‘To the Superintending School Committee and the 
Citizens of the Town of Clarksville: 


General 

The schools of any community, in the final analy- 
sis, are the expression of the wishes of the majerity 
of the people, of that community. The schools cannot 
advance beyond the support of the tax payers, neither 
will the people allow the schools to sink below the 
standards which they believe to be correct. The peo- 
ple want education for occupational efficiency and for 
citizenship, education for the sphere of life which the 
individual must occupy, in short, what they would 
term a practical education. 

It is to those who pay the tax bills, and who con- 
trol the destines of the nation that the appeal for 
such an education must be made. The people should 
understand that the basis of business is education, 
that the barometer of business is culture, and that 
the background of business is knowledge. 


Buildings and Equipment 
_ The Cheese Factory was purchased and ¢com- 
pletely renovated. The building now has adeuuate 
seating arrangements, correct lighting, running 
water, modern heating and toilet facilities. The large 
basements provide sufficient play room during :ncle- 
ment weather. 

t was necessary to begin schools at the Young 
and West later moving to the new quarters on Nov- 
ember 6. 

Ail the other school houses in town, with the ex- 
ception of the West, were sold at public auction Octo- 
ber 20. 

After the building has been shingled, and paint- 
ed, the lawn graded, I suggest that we consider re- 
placing the old fashion double desks with the single 
type seats. 
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Enrollment and Attendance 


The enrollment this year is quite a little larger 
than last year, due to the fact that pupils previously 
transported to Pittsburg are now cared for in the new 
school. There were 14 pupils who were not tardy and 
three who were not absent during this past year, of 
180 days. The attendance in the Young School was 
quite poor, falling below 90 per cent. 


Teachers 


One change was made in the teaching personnel. 
Mrs. Avis Croteau of Milan, a graduate of Plymouth 
Normal School was elected teacher of the upper Gram- 
mar Grades. 

Transportation 

Pupils formerly transported to Pittsbrug and 
those from the Pond District are now transported to 
the new school. One new route was necessary to 
bring those from the West District. The extra cost 
of transportation is partly offset by the saving on 
tuition. 

Health 


The results of the physical examinations by the 
School Nurse, among this group of children, show a 
very commendable record. 

By far our most serious school health problem is 
to get the tonsil work done. Experience shows that 
these handicapped children run a very heavy risk. It 
seems that the relative expense and the fear of this 
operation have kept many from being done. A statis- 
tical report follows:

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Much has been accomplished this year in the 
various phases of the work but there is a vast amount 
yet to be planned and carried out. 


Notes on the Budget 
The total amount of the School Board’s 1935-36 
Budget is $4,940.12, as compared with a total budget 
of $4,713.39, for 1934-35. It may be seen that vari- 
ous savings especially on tuition quite largely offset 
the note, interest, and insurance, which fall due, on the 
new building. 


Conclusion 

It is indeed gratifying to note the regard that 
individual citizens and local organizations have for 
their schools. This is clearly expressed by their gen- 
erous support and hearty cooperation in all school 
activities, and most cheering of all, the widespread 
interest in the well being of the entire school system. 

I wish to thank the School Committee, teachers, 
parents and friends for the interest they have shown 
in the schools and for the loyal support and encour- 
agement they have given me in my work.
